“The iailroads have sixty million dollars’ 
worth of property in the State of Georgia. The 
management of this property is p aced, by the 
present law, in the hands of three men, not one 
cof whom has or can have apy interest 
in the railroads themselves From the decision 
of these three men. vone of whom are connected 
with railroede, and who, therefore, cannot un- 
derstand fully the needs and demands of the rail- 
roads, there is absolutely no appeal. We think 
that it is unjust to begin with, that any business 
interest should be placed in the control of men 
outside of thet sin te rest, and not connected 
with it by | ownersbip. It is Gepe- 
cially hard and ubjust that the 
owners of ibis vast property aggregating sixty 
millions of dollars, paying its taxes to support 
the government as other property does, and 
veing entilied to ali the protection that is given 
to other property{should bave uo representative 
upon the board that isplaced in arbitrary man- 
agement of their property. I believe that the 
legislature should provide that the railroads 
should have one representative upon this board, 
that is, that they should be allowed to namea 
man who could be a member of the board, be 
entitied to attend its sessions and debates, and 
Vote upon allquestions before it, who should be 
named by the railroads, and who should go upon 
the commission ostensibly and essentially as the 
representative of the railroad in erest. It is piain 
that the vote of thisone man could not control 
the decision of the comminsion as there would be 
two representatives of the public at large 
against dne representative of the special railroad 
interest, but he could be present at the sessions, 
could present the views of the railroads and rep 
resent them in many wass that would be valu 
able. If it was suggested that a committee 
should be nemed of three people 
who should decide absolutely as to 
how the farmers should plant their crops and 
what they should charge for the same, it would 
be considered a very mild protest on the part of 
the farmers to demand that they should have 
the right to one representative upon that commis- 
sion. Ithink if the legisiature would allow the 
railroads one representative by giving to them the 
right to fi:l the first vacancy, it would go very far

THE NEW HOTEL 

For some time it has been apparent to the com 
mittee of the exposition that a new and Jarge | 
hotel was needed for the partiai accommodation 
of the vast crowds that will be in Atlanta for the 
months of October, November and December. 
There has been some question as to how the 
benilding of the hotel should be secured,and as to 
‘whether it would be b st located in the city ZT 
near the exposition grouuds, and in castihg 
about for plans and location, the 
work has been ‘considerably delayed. 
A special covmittee on the hotel 
met yesterday . however, and agreed definitely 
that a botel in accordance with the plans furnish- 
ed by the architect of the exposition, should be 
built near the exposition grounds without further 
delay. This hotel will have from 250 to 300 rooms, 
sand it was decided at the meeting of the commit- 
tee on yesterday, to which this sub-committee's 
report was maiie, that a proper appropriation 
should be madé, and the work begun withoui a 
day's delay. The plans are all ready, and it is 
probable that before this week is out, the tim. 
bers will have been cut forthe new exposition 
hotel. Outside of this hotel, ii is not impossible 
that through the influence of the exposition, and 
in order to accommodate our visitors, one or two 
smaller hotels may be buiit in the city. It is cer 
tain that having ordered the building of this 
hotel. the committee now begins to see some 
solution of what has-been for the past month, a 
great problem, viz: how we shall entertain our 
Visitors.

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ABOUT TO TAKE WINGS AND FLY 


Oae of the Toriftiest and Most Progressive Cities 
in the Seuth~The Trade and Basi- 
ness Prospects of the Oity—The 
Opening of the Rivers. 


We heve found that there are some people 
throughout the state of Georgia who are under 
the impression that Rome gota black eye by the 
la e freshet that da maged the cotton in its ware. 
bouses, and resuited im the breaking 
of one of ite banks. These people 
arevery badly mistaken. Rome is to-day more 
than sheever was, the brightest, sauciest and 
pluckiest little city in seven states. Her citizens 
have about concluded that they will look fora 
freshet more or leas violent every sear The fact 
that the woodlands along the rivers above the 
city have been cleared off and that the rain water 
can rush into the rivers more rapidly and pro- 
ducea more sudden rise, has brought them 
to acknowledge that at the fresbet 
season every year, their rivers will be moreor 
less higher than their banks. But the experience 
of several fresfets has demonstrated that about 
the only damage done is iajuring the cotton and 
goods stored in their warehouses, aud those who 
own warehouses and who are abovt to build new 
ones, determined to put the floors aboye high 
water mark, and thus protect their cotton and 
geods. When this iedone, a freshet will mean no 
more to Rome than a simple flushing of its 
streets and a clearing off of the filth thataccumu 
lated throughout ti year. 
Rome received iagt year 110,000 bales of cotton, 
and calculates on getting next year a much larg- 
eramount. Besidesthe remodeling of the ware- 
houses already built, we learn from Mr. H. H. 
Smith that Dr. Battey will build a large warehouse 
upon his garden; that Dr. David Ford and Mr. 
Coker will build new and large warehouses; tbat 
the Rounsaville Bros. will very much enlarge 
theirs, and that Printup & Sons will build a large 
rock warehouse above high water mark. In other 
words Rome is preparing for the receipt of 150,- 
000 bales next year Which she declares she is sure 
to get. 

Asto the storehouses there is not a vacant 
store in the city of Rome, and Mr. Smith declares 
that he does not Know of a vacant residence. 
The population of Rome with its suburbs includ- 
ed is fully ten thousand. 

Of course the building of the new railroad will 
give Rome an impetus thatshe has not had for 
some years, but what has done as much to build 
up her trade as anything els2, and what has 
grown: rapidly, is the steamship line: on 
the Coosa river, There are four large 
steamers, and two smaller boats under the 
coutrol of one company that make almost daily 
trips down the river. These ships come loaded 
with cotton, wheat, and all the produce of 
the richest valleys of Alabama and Georgia, and 
make trips as far south as Greensport. To all the 
landings cotton and produce is brought for thirty 
miles by wagon. As soon as the river is cleared 
out and made navigable clear through, the steam- 
boat trade of Rome will become an immense 
factor. a! 
Lying to theleftof Romeis a new city known 
as East Rome. This was alevel tract of 3.0 acres 
of land which was’ bough#, if we reinember Mr. 
Smith ecorrectiy, by E. R. Brower and the East 
Rome company, for $12,000, This has ‘gpa 1 sold 
in alternate lots at; $600 an acre, and is settling 
up rapidly.

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LIQUOR LEGISLATION, 


Senator Voorhees, of iIndiana, 
Fhinks of Such Actioa. 

An amendment bas been proposed to the 
constitution of Indiana to prohibit the sale 
of liquor. Senator Dan Voorhees was inter- 
viewed on the subject by a correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer at Terre Haute, 
Ind. Senator Voorhees expressed himself 
as follows on the subject: ‘‘No good will 

come of the present prohibition movement 

in Indiana, It will-not only utterly fali, but 
it will positively barm, It aims atan abs - 
lute impossibility. All good people believe in 
temperance—which means moderation, no. 
prohibition—and the history of the human 
race does not furnish a single instance where 
a civilized government has totally aboi- 
ished the manufacture or use of 
malt, vinous or spirituous liquors. Such 
measures have been attempted, but have 
always failed. Public opinion 1s the su 

preme law of the world, andif the ects of 
your legislature on the provisions of your 
constitution are not respected by public 
opinion, they will fall listless to the ground 

Kansas, I believe, has adopted as a part of 
her constitution a provision similar to that 
proposed to the constitution of Indiana on 
the subjectof prohibition. It isa dead 
létier. isee that juries composed of the 
best citizens refuse to enforce it in the 

courts, and the manufacturers and dealers 
are preparing togo on with their business 
as ifnmo such prohibitory clause was in 

their constitution. This is an 
un wholesome gtate of things, for it more or 
jess demoralizes a community to have laws 
which they will not execute. The fault, 
however, in this instance is in the law 
itself. it goes beyond thesound judgment 
of the people. i remember very weli what 
was called the Maine lawin 1855 in this 
state. The courts and juries would not 
convict under it when its violation was 
proven beyond question. It will besoagain 
if prohibition is adopted in Indiana We 
will have a provision in our constitution 
which will not be obeyed or enforced, I 
want to see nothing of that kind.,”’ 

“Do you thihk such a. provisionfin a 

state constitution would be in harmony 
with theconstitution of the United States ” 
“I donot. In my opinion a state has no 
pewer to confiscate the property of its citi- 
zens who are engaged in lawful trade. 
Neither can the federal government do so 

The manufactnrers of vinous and spirit- 
uous liquors pay an immepse revenue for 
the support of the government, and in re- 
turn they receive, and are entitled to re- 
ceive, its full) and complete protection 
There is paid im the city of Terre Haute 
alone, by thedistillers and brewers, $2,000, - 
000 per annum to the government of the 
United States.. In order to do this 
the manufacturers have made 
large investments and purchased extensive 
and valuable property, real and personal. 
‘Lhe adoption of the proposed prohibitory 
amendment to the constitution of Indiana 
will confiscate all such property, or nearly 
s0, ana destroy millions, now as much un- 
der the protection of law as-any species of 
property. In my judgment the courts will 
not sustain such a measure.” 

“What are your views in regard to sub- 
mitting the prohibitory amendment to a 
vote of the people?” 

“lf the measpreis unconstitutional, as I 
believe it to be, and destructive of private 
vested rights, can see no usein tne ex- 
pense and trouble of submitting it to a 
popular vote, Of course, | appreciate 
the argument that everything can 
safely submitted to the people, 
but why should a mersure of in- 
justice and manifest violation of the consti- 
tution be made an issue at an election? If 
the people should; under excitement and 
misapprehension, vote for it, all their labor 
and trouble would avail nothing; the 
courts would undo it al.”

He will promise tosummon special 
assemablies to consider the budget and 
other important matiers, aud will express 
confidence in the country’s orderly 
support of the ndw administration. The 
credentials of the mew bers of the assembly 
will bs examined by the royal commis. 
tioners whore certificate wili be necessary 
to gain admission to tbe chamber. A 
speech from the throne will be read pro

GREAT BRITAIN, 


Lonvon, July 13.—In the house of com- 
mons yesterday Mr. Stuart Wortley, con- 
servative, presented a petition from that 
borough with 8,000 signatures, expressing 
alarm at the injury likely to ensue to Saei- 
field’s industries by unfair competiiion 
with foreign countries, under the present 
one-sided system of free trade.

and that the official bulletins do not fully 
and truthfully represent his actual 
condition.In reply Dr. Bliss said emphaticaliy and 
with feeling: ‘‘There was never anything more 
unfounded and unjust. {| We have 
reported all the president’ symptoms, 
good and bad, with perfect frankugss and truthful. 
ness. Bulletins more honest and judicious than 
ours have never been issued, and anyone who 
makes a contrary assertion says what is untrue. 
We did not think it proper or prudent at first to 
express any opinion with regard to the signifi- 
cance of the facts given in our buille- 
tins, but the facts as stated were 
accurate and trustworthy, and the surgeons and 
physicians throughout the country were compe- 
tent todraw conclusions irom them for themseves 
as well asfor the people. Since, however, the 
president’s symptoms began to be more decidedly 
and undoubtedly favorable, we have relaxed a 
little the rule which we adopted not to express 
opinions and have said that the president is 
making slow progress towards recovery ,and that 
is the truth, Although he is not yet out of danger, 
I think it comparatively safe to say that he will 
probably recover. 
After some further conversation Dr. Biise re- 
turned to the president’s room, saying, with a 
smile anda nod of his head, as he closed the 
door, ‘‘He is going to get well.” 


An Alderney Cow for the President 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—To day the Alderney 
cow that a wealthy Baltimorean sent to the white 
house, arrived and was tethered in astable below 
the state department building. The doctors had 
found some difficulty in procuring the very best 
milk, and it was their wish that the milk given 
to their patient should not only be the best, but 
should be drawn from one animal. The gentle- 
man referred to hearing this, tendered the servi- 
ces of oneof his fine Alderney herd, and to-day 
a soft-eyed bovine arrived in a8 
special car from Baltimore, to give her 
aid in the president’s recovery. She was placed 
under the charge of one of the most reliable men 
attached to the white house stable, and who 
alone of all of the force of help employed in and 
around the executive mansion knows how to 
milk. The president, it seems, was much inter- 
ested in the arrival of the animal and her dispo- 
sitiou, and would have talked about her good 
qualities all day if it had been permit- 
ted. He asked Colonel Rockwell about her, 
where she had been put, who had charge of her, 
and how soon some of the milk was to be 
brought to him. The colonel reminded him that 
he must keep silence; the doctors had especially 
commanded that. The president lay still for a 
while and then said, jokingly, ‘‘The first thing I 
know I will be told that I cau’t go down to the 
stable to see her this afternoon.’’ After this little 
talk the president lay still the most of the day, 
but he got none of the milk till evening. The 
bovine, shaken up by her journey, and per- 
haps frightened by her new surroucdings, 
would not, as her attendant explained in the 
language of the dairy, “give down,” which, to be 
interpreted, means that she retained her milk, 
despite the efforts of the man to coax it through 
the teats. When the sun got lower she was led 
out in the white house grounds and tethered 
where the clover was youngest apd most tender. 
She switched her tail in glee, and when the man 
came with his milk- pail and small stool, followed 
by Jamie and Mollie Garfield, Brindle “gave 
down” handsomely a splendid gallon of rich 
milk, some of which was soon after served to the 
president and relished very much, 
The Day of Thanks.

GOING BACK 


To Answer the Charge of Marder. 

By the Western and Atlantic passenger 
train there arrived in Atlanta at 8:15 Jast 
night a negro man whose heavily ironed 
limbs attracted the attention of a Constirv- 
TION representative who happened to be 


present. 
With a view to ascertaining the cause for 


these clinking cnains the reporter ap- 
proached the gentieman in charge of the 
prisoner and said: 

‘*W hat have you here?”’ 

‘‘What do you wantto know for?’ re- 
sponded the gentleman as he eyed the 
reporter from heed to foot. 

“Well I don’t kuow, I thought it might 
interest the public. Who is he?’ 

“His pame is George Kemp.” 

“Where are you taking him?’ 

“To North Carolina. But can you tel! 
me where your calaboose is. I want to 
leave him there to-night as I shali remain 
ifi town until to-morrow.’’ 

The reporter willingly complied and soon 
the three were en route to the station- 
house. On the way Kemp's custodian, who 
proved to be J. H. Lanning, sheriff of 
Transylvania county, North Carolina, 
said that his prisoner was wanted in North 
Carolina to answer the charge of murder, 
but when asked for the particulars of the 
crime Mr. Lanning said: “Ask George: 
he can tell you alli,”’ 

After the prisoner had been rélieved from 
his irons and securely locked in cell No. 3, 
the reporter accosted him. 

“George, where are you going?’’ was the 
first reportorial query. 

‘To Brevard, North Carolisa,’’ came the 
response, in a good, clear tone. 

‘What are you wanted for?’ 

“They say | killed a man up there,”’ 
“When?’ 

“On the 28th of April, 1878.”’ 

‘‘Well, how was it?” 

“It’s a long story, but to make it short, 1 
had a quarrel with a colored man named 
Henry Sharp. The quarrel was an old one, 
and when we met on Sunday, the 28th of 
April, 1878, we renewed it. We were at a 
church oa the edge of town, and Sharp 
dared me to fight him. I at first refused, 
but bis continued threats and abuse were 
more than I could stand, and we came to- 
gether. During the fight 1 shot him, and 
they say he died. This is about the long 
and short of the story.” 

‘What did you shoot him with?’ 

‘‘A single-barrel ball and cap pistol.”’ 
“Did you give yourself up?” 

“No. I ieft at once and have been free 
ever since.”’ 

‘‘Where have vou been since the killing?’ 
“A good many places. I have spent my 
time in North and South Carolina and 
Georgia, but mostly in Georgia ”’ 
‘‘Whereabouts in Georgia?”’ 

‘About Doraville and in Cherokee county. 
I have also been in Atlanta some, but not 
much.”’ 

‘‘Where were you captured?’ 

“In Marietta,”’ 

Kemp is a young negro of more than 
ordinary intelligence, and speaks freely and 
pleasantly. 

After the conversation with him, Sheriff 
Lanning was again interrogated. He says 
that Kemp was altogether in fault in tne 
difficulty; that he was the aggressor and 
killed Sharp withoutany justification. He 
thinks that the case will go hard with him. 
Mr. Lanning says that Pink Stevens, ex 
sheriff of Cobb county, is entitled to great 
credit for the capture of Kemp.

Mr. Redgers Agrees to Become the 
Gaest of the Pablic. 

John Rodgers,a former inmate of the 
Fulton county jail was yesterday returned 
to his old quarters for safe keeping. 
Several years ago Rodgers and a few com- 
panions, all residents of Pike county, got 
on aspree, during which aman named 
Smith was killed with a knife. The crime 
was charged to Rodgers, as he and Smith 
had a difficulty during the evening.

We allude to these things to show that 
Atlanta’s connection with the exposition 
is,toa certain extent, fcertuitous and 
ingidental.

That the state of Georgia and the entire 
south will reap the more substantial 
benefits which the projectors had in view 
is inevitable.
